Secretary Lansing conferred with the 
Counsellor of the Japanese Embassy, 
Mr. Debuchi, on’ Shantung, and Mr. De- 
buchi subsequently indicated in an in- 
terview that Japan was only awaiting 
the signature of China to the Peace 
Treaty to give satisfactory assurances 
as to the return of the pepnacia to Chi- 
nese sovereignty. 

Mr. Wilson gave the emphatic impres- 
gion, to the Democratic Sendtors that he 
was still unalterably. opposed to, any 
reservations in the Peace Treaty. He 
Was as much against ‘‘ interpretative” 
réservations, such as Mr. Taft had sug-. 
gested, as any others. The President's 
idea, was expressed later as. being that 
he felt*that any reservations would have 
the effect of recommitting the treaty to 
the Peace Conference; entailing indefin- 
ite delay in final ratification.

WASHINGTON, July. 28.—‘After two 
weeks of effort the Foreign Relations 
Committee .of the Senate, today com- 
pleted the reading of the Treaty of Peace 
with Germany, with -its 87,000 words. 
Senator Lodge put the finishing touches 
to the reading late in the day. When 
he started reading half the members of 
the committee were on hand, but when 
he had finished he found himself alone. 
Eivdry one of the other Senators had 
departed.. The Senator's sé¢retary had 
remained after thé Senators left, but 
he, too, vanished before the Senator had 
completed the job. 

With the reading out of the way the 
committee will get down to. analytical 
work on, the treaty-. on Wednesday, 
pausing tomorrow: to take up the Co- 
lombian. Treaty, whieh is almost ready 
for report to the.Senate.. How long.the 
committee will devote to considering the 
Versailles Treaty is not known. -Sénator 
| Lodge reiterated his eagerness today to 
have the treaty ready for the Senate by 
the middle of .Au t, or sooner. ~ He 
admitted, however, that there would be 
an attenuated debate over features to 
which objection had been raised, and

They preposed the application of the 
principle of internationalism, \which 
furnishes a ménace to the secunity of 
the whole of -Burope. It may: be the 
foundation of a condition that will again 
upset the. eqéilibrium® of the ‘world. 

Bela Kun Appeals to Patriotism. 

Within the members’ of ‘the Supreme 
Council it was thought they had reason 
to be encouraged over the Hungarian 
situation. Bela Kun had appealed so 
effectively. to- the nationalist spirit of 
his people in arousing that nationality 
against Rumania. that his. army of 
56,000 men, most of whom subscribed to 
Bolshevist’ ideas, augmented by 
tens of thousands of uthers not‘at all in 
sympathy with Bolshevism, who flocked 
to his standard. His armies soon reached 
the proportidns of 160,000, lated over 
this, Bela Kun made the mistake of ne- 
verting to Bolshevist pronouncements. 
The’ result was that anti-Bolshevist regi- 
ments of his forces began to desert by 
the wholesale, until the Hungarian 
armies dwindled to practically their, 
former jroportions.“ But thosse who 
adhere to the Bolshevist cause seem to. 
form a compact army of about §0,000 
of excellent morale. These forces had 
an initial sticcess in the invasion of 
Rumania. ‘The latest report says they 
have been driven back across the Theiss 
River, ‘but the situation is uncertain and 
anything. but A dh ree to the allied 
desires. 

Marshal F is entirety out of har- 
mony with the Supreme Council. in the 
opinion as*to how the situation should 
be handled. . His idea of success in re- 
storing order in Hungary and re-estab- 
lishing allied prestige is the use of 
strong tiéthods—in other words, a resort 
to forces instead of sending wiréless: mes- 
sages into the air in’ the hope that they 
will be spread among -the Hungarian 
‘people and cause a revolt against the 
Bela Kun régime.

“ (3) It is argued by the advocates of 
the covenant that Article XXI. recog- 
nizes and preserves the Monroe Doc- 
trine, but the descriptive phrase em- 
ployed in the article is inaccurate, and 
the meaning of the article is far from 
clear, There should be an interpretative 
statement which will remove all doubt 
that the traditional policy of the United 
States as to purely American questions 
is still’ maintained. I fully indorse Mr.

Louis Morel, Under Secretary, of State 
for the Liquidation of Stock, and a 
large’ force of experts, are busy com- 
Pleting ‘the elaborate proposal .of the 
French Government to be submitted to 
Mr. Hare upon his arrival here. 

A number of French commercial dele- 
gations, including many automobile 
manufacturers, called at the French 
Ministry of Finance today in connection 
with the proposed purchase of Ameri- 
can army materials. French opposition 
to the proposed purchases, according to 
officials, has centred on the acquisition 
of mantifactured articles, particularly 
automobiles, and it, was said that this 
opposition would be voiced in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies on Thursday, 

The acquisition of foodstuffs and raw 
materials, it was said, was generally 
approved, 

The exact price to be paid by France 
will not be announced until the agree- 
ment is presented to the Chamber. It 
is known, however, that the amount in- 
yolved will exceed $300,000, 000.

Frankfort ‘Paper Tells of Demand 
for Them Here.

THE HAGUE, July 26.—According to 
the Frankfurter Zeitung, it has not been 
possible to comply with the demand for 
German notes from New York, owing 
to the restrictions on the export of 
money.

If General Francuer vp’ Esrerry 
has not enough allied troops at hand 
to occupy Budapest, or.if his army will 
not fight, then the. policy adopted to- 
ward Hungary is wise and statesman- 
like.

TO GUIDE.EMIGRANTS 


Want Mer Leaving the Country to 
Aid in Restoring the F ather- 
" land’s Prestige.

COBLENZ, July . 27.—Big jbusiness in 
Germany is trying to get the National 
Assembly to pass laws regulating Ger- 
man emigration, so that those leaving 
thé country will work first for the 
Fatherland, ' and, secondly, for them- 
selves. 

Level-headed Germans reckon on enor- 
mous departures as soon as the peace 
“pasis is re-established. A movement is 
on foot with central direction in Berlin 
to have these emigrants directed to 
Russia, South America, Mexico, and 
Africa as fields where.the most may be 
done by them to aid in restoring Ger- 
man commercial prestige. 

The current issué of the. Jahrmarkt 
contains a statement which says in part; 

“It is estimated that. Germany will 
have 4 surplus of’ 20,000,000 who will be 
unable to sypport themgelves because of 
the economic collapse caused by the 
Peace ‘Treaty. It will be the Govern- 
ment’s duty to see that the-class of peo- 
ple lost is not that which is needed to 
build up the country. :

thing ‘but a pessimist on affairs in 
France and Belgium and predicted that 
they would work = out their. problems 
much sooner than many in this country 
bélieved. 

Regarding the part America is to play 
in helping European countries back’ to 
normal, Mri Breton thought it would 
not be so difficult as it seemed a few. 
months ago, ‘Against the previous esti~ 
mates of several billions needed for the 
rehabilitation of, France, Italy, and Bel- 
gium, Mr. Breton thought that for the 
next twelve months a little more than 
$1,000,000,000 would suffice. Hé put the 
amount which France should . receive 
from the United States) at $400,000, 000°; 
Italy’s requirements at ,000,000, and 
those of Belgium at about $200,000;000. 
Some ‘of’ these ‘sums, hé thought, could 
probably be shaded somewhat. . 

** Europe just now wants raw ma- 
terials and some special ,machinery,’’ he 
said. ‘' We should let them have the 
raw materials, and maybe some of the 
machinery. they will need so’ that their 
manufacturers cah resume operation and 
their people can find employmiént. They 
hope we will arrange for the openree 
of credits in their behalf so that their 
en, and commercial affairs may 
go 

Mr. Breton bélieved that credits could 
be opened at ence. or in the-very hear 
future. There is no disposition, he said, 
to criticise the United States for not 
having made these arrangements ‘sooner, 
for the Buropeans realize that: we have 
@ great problem ovér here and will ex- 
perience Paifficulty getting plans into 
working order, just as they are having 
some difficulty in arriving at definite 
conelusions as to their wants. 

Concerning the. labor... problem, Mr. 
Breton said conditions:in France were 
unusual. There is less. unrest: in France 
than in some other countries, but ‘labor 
is scarce, -The~Frencht Government is 
arranging to import Italflan and Polish 
labor, and, in addition, will have the 
services of several hundred thousand 
German prisoners of war. 

Italy, Mr. Breton continued, needs food 
and other commodities very badly, but 
the Italians have adopted an aggressive 
business policy and may improve their 
situation much sooner than many expect.
